PARIS (AP)—The Pasteur! 
Institute is working on a “youth | 
serum” to prolong life, a spokes-| 
man said Tuesday. Work has} 
been under way about a year on |

“The work is in an experi 
mental stage and has not reached 
definite results,” the informant 
added.
